New York, April G—New York is 
on the verge of a rent rebellion. At 
least such is the current report be- 
,ing whispered in a loud stage whis- 
per in Gotham. Hints of this catast o 
phe are almost as numerous as the 
tentants recently evicted from their 
ho-mes, and the atmosphere in all or 
the residential districts appears to be 
charged with desperate motives. 
Gradually, the tentants who have 
suffered 1'rom rent-profiteering- dur- 
ing the past year are organizing in 
their various boroughs and prepar- 
ing for action. They have not yet de-
